Farce, Says 
Supervisor 

Supervisor Scha b a r u m 
says public school systems 
have r’eached a distressing 
level “when a school bear’d 
considers the ability of hrgli 
school senior’s to read an in¬ 
novation.” 

Schabarirm, r’eforring to 
the new requirement by the 
Los Angeles City Scho<il 
Board that high school sen¬ 
iors bo given a reading test 
pr-ior to graduation, says 
(ven the exam pr’erequisites 
are a farce. 

The test is rr'por tedly de 
signed to measure a stu¬ 
dent’s ability to read, among 
other things, maps, cash reg¬ 
ister receipts, telev i s i o r 
guides and job r’osumes. 

“Now that’s what I call 
pr’ogress,” says Schabarum. 
"Whatever happerred to Eng¬ 
lish, history, civics, the clas¬ 
sics . . .?” 

The student’s job applica¬ 
tion should be a classic, says 
Schabanrm “Under exper- 
ir'nce, he can now indicate 
ihrt?e years as an a\id 
watcher of Looney Tunes." 
And to make matters worse, 
says Schabarum, the school 
board has said the student 
will be given four chances to 
pass the reading test. 

“I remember when a 
fourth grade pupil was given 
only one chance and if he 
couldn’t read, he was held 
back until he could. This 
permissive approach to edu¬ 
cation is leading us far 
afield from its intended pur¬ 
pose: to teach youngsters 
how to (!ope with life."

Hahn .said it w'as the first time in the history of the 
cciLinty that more than 1,000 persons had been killed in a 
single year. The figure for 1974 was 9.57. 

“These figures Indicate the total failure of our jus¬

.streets safe,” Hahn said. 

Hahn also released a breakdown of adults arrested 
for burglary in 1974. This showed there were 16,1.52 ar¬ 
rests, with 6,753 convictions. Of those convicted, 356 per 
s!'ns went to state prison and 4,040 received sentences 
of prebatien With jail time or jail time only. The others 
received probation only or fines.

quest logs of the company 
for a ten month period 
showed that approximately 
2,134 service request prob¬ 
lems running in a 15 point 
explanation. Staff further 
stated that the data indi¬ 
cated that then were prin¬ 
cipally two aree.s of service 
problems in the community, 
they being individual sub¬ 
scribers’ sets and problems 
with plant equipment. 

Staff further stated that it 
wo'jld appear that the cable 
system has required a high 
level of service mainlenanct* 
attention. This situation may 
be partially attributable to 
the age of the system and 
to the fact that little, if any 
now capital equipment has 
been installed since the sys¬ 
tem was installed in the City 
during the year 1963.

A. — Finding a stock that 
is a bargain and, more im¬ 
portantly, understa n d i n g 
why it is a bargain does not 
just happen! I can tell you a 
stock is a bargain, but ex 
plaining why can get in¬ 
volved unless you have a 
good background in stex^ks. 
In an article in the Decem¬ 
ber iss.ue of Better Investing, 
George A. Nicholson, Jr, 
says that the kind of bar¬ 
gains he looks lor in stocks 
are fundamentally strong 
companies which have comt 
down in price because of 
over speculation, temporary 
adversity, or sheer investor 
neglect. He lists several 
.‘stocks which he considers 
bargains and explains why. 
ARA Services, he says, is a 
leading food services com¬ 
pany v’hose price is down, 
he believes, because the 
management mode a deci¬ 
sion in the recent poor busi¬ 
ness period to continue ex¬ 
pansion and thus has suf¬ 
fered reduced earnings. An¬ 
other bargain he mentions is 
Federal - Mogul. This com¬ 
pany' he says showed a nine- 
month loss btcarjs it wrote- 
off some sizeable amounts. 
At the same time he notes 
ihe company had a sizeable 
pre-tax profit from opera¬ 
tions and also has some new 
plants which had not yet 
reached peak efficiency. His 
belief is that with the write¬ 
offs now gone and the new 
plants reaching full effi¬ 
ciency good profits should 
result.

if taken regularly. There is no current conclusive 
evidence that marihuana is “medically safe.” Research is 
currently being conducted to find out more about its 
physical and psychological effects. 

2. LSD: 

Its effects can differ at times in the same individual. 
There is no way of predicting whether a “trip” will be 
“good” or “bad.” And days, weeks, even months after 
using LSD, the things the user experienced while on the 
drug may recur unexpectedly. The LSD experience can 
sometimes be disturbing enough to cause acute and 
even long-lasting mental illness. 

3. “Ups and Downs”: 

Excessive use of amphetamines (“ups”) can drive a 
person beyond his physical endurance and leave him 
totally depleted physically, since he feels like neither eating 
nor sleeping. The body develops a tolerance to these 
drugs, with larger and larger doses required to feel the 
effects. Long-term heavy users are usually irritable, 
unstable, and may suffer social, intellectual, and emotional 
breakdown. Abrupt withdrawal (“crashing”) for the 
heavy user can result in a deep and suicidal depression. 

Barbiturates (“downs”) can, in regular and 
excessive doses, become physically addicting. Overdose, 
or abrupt withdrawal for a heavy user, can cause 
death. Barbiturates are a leading cause of accidental 
poison deaths in the U.S. Amphetamines are sometimes 
prescribed as “diet pills,” and barbiturates are given 
as prescription sleeping pills, but neither should be taken 
except in strict accordance with a physician’s prescription. 

4. Narcotics: 

Heroin is physically, as well as psychologically 
addicting. Large, or unexpectedly unadulterated doses can 
result in death. The addict’s main object in life 
becomes getting the drug. He may turn to crime as the 
only way to get enough money to support his habit 
(which can run as high as $100.00 per day).

Solton Sea 

The Indians say ;t may 
disappear at any time. Geo¬ 
logists judging from a thou¬ 
sand years of history, think 
the Indians might be right. 
The Salton .Sea. which lias 
only existed in its present 
form since 190.';, has been 
known to mysteriously ap¬ 
pear and disappear in the 
past. Situated as it is in one 
ol the driest do'-ert sinks in 
the v\orld. the Salton Sea’s 
very existence seems a na¬ 
ture-defying act. 

A thousand years ago, 
water filled a great desert 
basin many times the size 
of the present sea. For some 
reason tlie old lake dried up. 
Today's Salton Sk’a was 
fojTned after the Colorado 
River flooded California’s 
Imperial Valley. Some water 
gradually evaporated and 
the sea is now about 35 miles 
long and -4.5 miles wide. It 
i.^' considered to be amo’ g 
the world's largest inland 
bodies of salt water.
